ll Duce Comes as Surprise 
—Britain Elated

LONDON, Oct. 21.~—Acceptance 
by Premter Mussolini of the Brit- 
ish government's non-interven- 
tion proposal of July last may be 
a crowning disaster for the Span- 
ish government, but it is accepted 
generally in London as an unex- 
pected and unqualified victory for 
British diplomacy and the British 
government is obviously elated. 
To understand why the govern- 

ment regards the Italo acceptance 
of the British proposals as an out- 
standing achievement it is essen- 
tial to realize the true objective of 
the British foreign policy. While 
the British government  super- 
ficially during the past six years 
may have seemed confused and be- 
wildered by the aggressive ad- 
vances of the dictator countries, the 
fact is that the British policy was 
dictated by clear-cut ideas and was 
aimed at a definite objective. 


SEEN AS ISOLATIONIST 


The sanetions election campaign 
in the autumn of 1935 was merely 
“an interlude of vote-snatching, the 
government being apparently un- 
able to resist the opportunity 
afforded by 11,000,000 signatures to 
a peace ballot. Actually the Brit- 
ish policy has been consistently 
isolationist. Interests considered 
vital to Britain were whittled down 
to the barest minimum and apart 
from protecting them the British 
government's sole pre-occupation 
has been in preventing local wars 
from spreading. 

To the extent that this policy cut 
across treaties like the League 
covenant treaties they were ruth- 
lessly disregarded, 

The British government's slogan 
is “Non-involvement in war unless 
vital interests are menaced.” Were 
these involved, as in the Mediter- 
ranean piracy incidents, the govern- 
ment acted with speed and preci- 
sion; otherwise the full power of 
British diplomacy was applied to

ARTHUR BRISBANE'S APARTMENT 

The death of Arthur Brisbane added his 
somewhat fabulous town apartment to the list 
of places available for Foll rental (Douglas L. 
Elliman, agent). 

This apartment, which comprises the top 
three floors of the building at 1215 Fifth avenue 
—northeast corner of 102nd street—is popularly 
supposed to"be equalled in size and general gran- 
deur only by that of Mrs. Joseph E. Davies, wife 
of the Ambassador to Russia, There are 32 rooms 
in all; these include 18 bedrooms, each with a 
bath, two complete kitchens, a laundry plant and 
a glass-enclosed conservatory. 

We had a look around the other day, pre- 
tending that we were in search of a larger apart- 
ment than our present one. You enter the build- 
ing by a private door, walk down a private en- 
trance hall and ascend by private elevator, so 
you're likely to be overwhelmed before you're 
properly inside the place. . 

The living room measures 60x30 feet, and is 
two stories high. Five windows, three of them 
15 feet tall, open on Central Park and a view of 
the West Side. Opposite is a balcony, where an 
orchestra was stationed for large parties. There 
are two huge fireplaces of stone brought from 
Caen. The floor is of oak planks pegged down 
with dowel pins. Around the walls is a series of 
15 murals by William de Leftwich Dodge, show- 
ing historical scenes of European countries. 

Most of Mr. Brisbane’s homework was done 
in the library or the master's bedrijom. Although 
the library is now bere of furniture, it is still 
impressive, with its deep, rich-grained oak book- 
cases rising on three sides of the room. The 
bedroom looks like any other unfurnished bed- 
room, but the adjoining bathroom is magnifi- 
cent; there are any number of full-length mir- 
rors, and a black marble wash basin supported 
by solid glass bars. In both the library and the 
bedroom we saw disconnected wires which used 
to serve Mr. Brisbane's dictaphone apparatus. 
(It was nothing for him to dictate 2,000 words 
an hour, and he was so accustomed to dictating 
that once, according to an old story. he inter- 
spersed a public address with “comma,” “period,” 
“new paragraph,” etc.) 

The main kitchen was equipped to serve two 
or three dozen diners at one meal; one of its two 
refrigerators is seven feet square. The full staff 
was 10 servants, most of whom had their rooms 
in the apartment. Besides the regular outside 
telephones, there was a system of house phones 
by which you could cali amybody in any other 
room. On the penthouse floor is the second 
kitchen, the conservatory, and a flagstone terrace 
running almost all the way around the apart- 
ment. Here Mr. Brisbane used to sleep when 
he was in one of his frequent fresh-air moods. 

Douglas Elliman hopes te rent the apartment 
as a whole—$16,500 a -vear, on a three or five- 
year lease—but is prepared to divide it up into a 
duplex, tc rent at $12,000, and a penthouse at 
$3,600.—New Yorker. 


JAPAN'S OTHER FOE 
By WILLIAM HENRY CHAMBERLIN 

As the area of the Sino-Japanese conflict 
steadily widens, the importance of the time 
element becomes increasingly evident. It is 
necessary for Japan not only to win, but to win 
with a reasonable degree of speed if there is to 
be a good prospect cf harvesting the fruits of 
victory. Time works, in the main, for China and 
against Japan. 

So one can understand the marked speeding 
up of Japanese military effort when develop- 
ments in Shanghai during the second week of 
August showed the impossibility of localizing 
hostilities in North China, where a Japanese 
military victory might have been gained at 
relatively small cost. War Minister General 
Hajime Sugiyama, in a recent statement to a 
group of members of the Japanese Diet, set forth 
in the following words Japan's policy of seeking 
an early decision: 

“It is the earnest wish of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to end the present situation as soon as 
possible. With this desire in view, it has been 
decided to open positive military operations, in- 
stead of fighting the Chinese when they attack as 
in the past, so that China will realize as early as 
possible thet she should not teke an antagonistic 
attitude against Japan. We will, therefore, not 
be caught by China's tactics of purposely pro- 
longing the incident.” 

There are three good reasons why Jzpan 
wishes to impose its terms of settlement on 
China as quickly a8 possible. First, the most 
obvious, is the straitened position of the state 
finances. Even before the outbreak of fighting 
in China in July the Japanese Finance Ministry 
reckoned with a deficit of almost one billion 
yen. 
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Moreover, Japan's gold reserve is worth only 
about half a billion dollars—not # large chest 
for « modern war, especially es it would be very 
risky to exhaust all financial reserves in a con- 
flict with China, when # much more dangerous 
potential enemy, the Soviet Union, remains in 
the background. A nation at war must always 
curtail exports and increase imports. The de- 
mand for essential war materials grows In- 
dustries which normally serve the export trade 
are, in part, at least, turned to war uses. 

A second reason why Japan desires a quick 
decision is that every additiona! month, even 
every additional week or day of struggle makes 
it more difficult to preserve the fiction thet 
there is no war and increases the possiLilities of 
friction with other powers. 

It is inevitable that, as the war assumes 2 
more widespread and protracted character, the 
injury to foreign commercial interests in China 
will increase. And there are bound to be more 
and more issues on which Japanese military and 
neva! officers and foreign business men and 
diplomatic and consular repriusentutives will 
not see eye to eye. 

A third reason for seeking a speedy and de- 
cisive » solution as possible is Jepen's technical 
military superiority ‘o Chima. Given they many 
advantages in staff work, training of officers and 
men and provision with modern weapons, the 
Japanese military leeders could desire nothing 
better than an early “showdowr.”

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Your Health

Sleeping sickness in the chronic stage may 
manifest itself by various changes. For example, , 
it may produce what is known es the parkin- 
sonian. syndrome in which the patient exhibits 
such symptoms as rigidity of the muscles of the 
face, giving the face the appearance of a mask; 
rigidity of the arms and legs; lack of normal 
ability to swing the arms; very slow movements; 
very. slow speech; and turning movements of 
the eyes 

One of the first results of the parkinsonian 
syndrome produced by sleeping sickness may be 
the slowing down of physical movements. When 
the normal person moves around, or makes the 
specific movements required in eating, dressing, 
talking, and so on, he is not consciously aware 
of the series of movements which take place but 
carries them out automatically. The patient in 
the chronic stage of sleeping sickness in some 
cases seems to lose this power of automatic 
movement and therefore stops and thinks out 
each movernent before he makes it. Sometimes 
the patient forgets which movement comes next 
and must stop and think before he may go on. 

Because the patient is giving all of his thought 
to the moviny of the muscles of the body, he will 
not talk while he is doing anything. One of the 
curious symptoms which may develop shows 
itself in a stoppage of speech and the patient may 
stop speaking ir the middle of a sentence and 
stand there with the mouth open. Or, he may 
open the mouth a minute or two before he begins 
to talk. 

The eyes may develop various turning move- 
ments and may turn upward, to the side, or may 
remain fixed on some object for a short time. 
When the eyes turn upward, the patient is un- 
able to see and worries for fear the attack will 
come when he is crossing tse street and thus 
produce an accident. Such disagreeable crises 
in seeing ere most apt to come on when the 
patient .s over-tired. 

One woman who recovered from sleeping 
sickness and who wrote an account of the symp- 
toms she experienced afterward, reported that 
the double vision sometimes seen in the acute 
stage of sleeping sickness persisted in her case 
for 11 years. Double vision refers to the seeing 
of a single object as though it were double. She 
also reported a strong tendency to become 
drowsy and fall asleep. For example, she told 
about falling asleep in the bathtub at night and 
remsining in ‘he chilled water until the next 
morning, and also told of falling asleep while 
waiting for a subway express when she was on 
the edge of a crowded platform. According to 
her account she found it impossible to contro] 
this overpowering drowsiness which came upon 
her at inopportune moments for many years after 
the acute attack had passed. 

In some cases of chronic sleeping sickness, in- 
stead of the parkinsoniap syndrome which I have 
described, the ; atient develops marked changes 
in personality. This is most often seen in chil- 
dren, who become difficult to control. In adults, 
the disease may produce the various symptoms 
seen in the pschoses. 

In the chronic stage of the disease, massage 
is beneficial and the same is often true of hydro- 
therapy or water-treatment. The patient should 
be warned against becoming over-tired, either 
through working too hard or through excite- 
ment or other emotional strain. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—T. H. asks: “What makes a per- 
son clear his throat so often? I do not breathe 
through my mouth but I have to clear my throat 
about every five minutes.” 

ANSWER—Your trouble is probably caused 
from catarrh or you may have developed a ner- 
vous habit of clearing the throat. 

QUESTION—Mrs. A. L. W. asks: “Will you 
please tell me if dizziness at times und a tired 
feeling all the time are signs of high blood pres- 
sure? I am 46 years old, and a poor sleeper.” 

ANSWER—The only way to tell whether or 
not you have high blood pressure is to have ex- 
amination made by the use of the sphygmomano- 
meter, which is an instrument for measuring 
blood pressure. The dizziness and insomnia may 
come from high blood pressure, but one with 
this disorder is seldom bothered by being un- 
usually tired; he generally has plenty of energy 
but becomes dizzy upon extreme exertion. 

QUESTION—J. O. asks: “Will you please let 
me know if it is injurious to use epsom salts for 
bathing purposes and what benefit is derived 
from the use of same. I thank you very much 
for some information on this subject.” 

ANSWER—Epsom salts are not injurious te 
use for bathing. The addition of the salts to the 
bath causes a slight increase of perspiration 
This kind of bath is helpful in muscular rheu- 
matism.

In this connection I recell a very in- 
teresting conversation in Nanking two years 
ago with Dr. V. K. Ting, a brilliant Chinese 
national scientist who possessed a very keen 
political mind. Dr. Ting foresaw and discounted 
early Japanese victories in the war which he 
wes alreedy inclined to regard as inevitable. 

But Dr. Ting foresaw «# prolongation of the 
struggle in the remote interior provinces of the 
country until Japen was worn out in a military 
sense and brought to some kind of economic 
debacle. 

“Suppose the Japanese refuse to follow you 
into Ezechuen or any other part of the Chinese 
interior?” 1 suggested. “Suppose they simply 
eccupy the northern provinces and a few key 
cities and sit down and wait?” 

“We can wait as well es they can, and time 
will be on our side,” he replied. “Even if a few 
cowards and traitors should come to an agree- 
ment with Japen and set up a puppet govern- 
ment, this would have no authority for the over- 
whelming majority of the Chinese people.” 

Whether Dr. Ting overestimstes the stamina 
and will to resist of his countrymen will soon be 
put to a test. While arbitrary time limits cannot 
be set in # question of this kind it may be said 
thet victory, in the sense of a cessation of Chin- 
ese resistance, within six months will satisfy 
the best expectations of the Japanese tnilitary 
leaders. On the other hand, if after the passing of 
a year Chinese resistance. even of the guerrilla 
type, should stii! be so active as to requive the 
employment of large Japanese forces and the 
allotment of more and more funds from Jepan's 
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CONSTITUTIONAL CHANGE 

Editor, Bulletin: The Liberal 
party during the last federal cam- 
paign promised to effect necessary 
amendments to Canada’s written 
constitution—the British North 
America Act—upon deing returned 
to power. Three of the nine prov- 
inces hed Liberal governments, 
thus giving assurance of co-opera- 
tion. No doubt this issue appealed 
to the electorate, and rightly s0, be- 
cause the consensus of public opin- 
ion is thet a B.N.A. Act revision is 
jong overdue. 

Although the act has no clause 
wetting out how it might 
amended it has been amended more 
than 40 times, by the British par- 
liament, upon receiving a request 
to do so by a joint address from 


both houses of the Canadian parlia- | 


ment. But now that we have heard 
rumblings from at least two provin- 
cial premiers to the effect ihe con- 
stitution cannot be amended with- 
out the unanimous consent’of the 
provinces, it is evident new diffi- 
culties are to be overcome. 


There is mo precedent nor basis | 
in law even upon which to found | 
that contention. Nevertheless, while | 


provincia] co-operation is essential 
to effect a complete revision of the 
act and to get the sole power of 
amending located in Canada, Mr. 
King should avail himself of the 
opportunity he now has before any 
more provinces are divorced from 
the school of Liberalism. 

So far the appointment of a com- 
mission to inquire into the whole 
matter is the only evidence of any 
intentio:, of grappling with the 
problem. While this may seem to 
some an indication of good inten- 
tions, it will be looked upon by 
many more as the age-wOis means 
of shelving the whole matter indefi- 
nitely.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

After the burning of the parlia- 
ment house at Montreal in the riots 
over the rebellion losses bill in 
| 1849, it was agreed that the seat of 
| government should alternate every 
jfour years between Toronto and 
| Quebec; and if this agreement had 
been lived up to, Toronto, and not 
| Quebec, would have been the place 
| where the Confederation conference 
met. 


On this day in 1859 Toronto lost 
the capitel. The fates were against 
Toronto anyway. Not only was it 
| objected to by the members from 
Lower Canada, who disliked the 
bigotry of the Toronto of that time, 
but the assembly had decided, after 
bitter debates involving the fall of 
one ministry, thet the legislature 
having asked Queen Victoria 10 
select a site for a capitel and she 
having chosen Ottawa, the province 
was in honor bound to accept he:

If this man wants to 
have his prejudice removed, all 
he has to do is read 2a’ book by 
Jane Austen.

NORMAN SMITH, clerk: There are 
too many grimly realistic books 
being written today anyway, and 
the felicitous touch of feminine 


style cannot be spared. Sorry, 
but I think the professor is 
wrong.

NORA CHALMERS, student: 
Women are greater readers than 
men anyway. They have more 
time and, if I may suggest it, 
more brains. So if women are 
afraid of realities, if they scorn 
unpleasant truth, the only con- 
clusion possible, is that 
written by men do not receive 
worthy study. There is no al- 
ternative. If women haven't 
enough talent to write a good 
book, they haven't the ability to 
understand one either. And I 
don't think the professor would 
go as far to suggest that.

OLD MAN IS. 
DEAD AT 86 


Samuel Larcombe Was the 
World Wheat King Back 
In 1917 


BIRTLE, Man., Oct, 21.—Samuel 
Larcombe, “grand old man” of 
western Canada agriculture and 
world wheat king in 1917, died in 
hospital here last night. 

The 86-year-old retired farmer, 
famed as the producer of Axmin- 
ster wheat, a rust-resistant variety, 
was brought to the hospital several 
days ago suffering injuries received 
after a fall. Pneamonia developed 
and he sank rapidly. 


WON 3,000 PRIZES 

Besides giving the world rust- 
resistant wheat in 1912, Mr. Lar- 
combe \on 3,000 prizes for soil. pro- 
ducts in his 43 years of farming in 
Manitoba. His farming career was 
capped with victory at the Interna- 
tional Grain Exposition at Peoria, 
Il, in 1917 when he was crowned 
wheat king. 

Born in Muusbury village, near 
Axminster, Devon, April 9, 1851, he 
began work on a farm with his 
father at the age of nine as an ex- 
perienced gardener. In 1889 he came 
to Canada, becoming a homesteader 
at Birtle, 180 miles west of Win- 
nipeg. 

OFTEN HONORED 


On three occasions he won the 
sweepetakes prize for the best soil 
products exhibited by any indivi- 
dual at international shows. in 1918 
he took top honors at the World's 
Soil Products Exhibition at Kansas 
City, and again at exhibitions in 
Winnipeg during 1919 and 1920. 

For his brilliant achievements 
Mr. Larcombe was honored on 
many occasions. During the last 
session of the Manitoba legisla- 
ture a resolution was passed ex- 
tending him greetings on his 
85th birthday and thanking him 
for his valuable, devoted and sac- 
Pificing services to agriculture. 

He is survived by his widow, 
three ‘sons and three daughters. 
Francis, Percy and Maurice Lar- 
combe live at the farm home in 
Birtle; two daughters, Mrs. Emily 
Shepherd and Mrs. Bertha Dixon, 
reside in Winnipeg, and Miss Mabel 
Larcombe at Yorkton, Sask.

Boats Piled High With Freight Along North-. 
ern Waterways Endeavoring to Beat 


Clutch of 


Arctic Ice 


By AGNES CAIRNS 


FORT SMITH, N.W.T., Oct. 21.—With freight piled up 
on little boats along the Northern Waterways and with sev- 


eral of the posts low in suppli 


ing made to rush in necessities before the closing down of 
winter makes further boat trips impossible. 
a season almost unprecedented as far as difficulties in get- 
ting supplies in have been concerned. 

Conditions are rapidly chang- .. 


ing in the once leisurely north 
which less than five years ago 
was claimed exclusively by the 
fur and traders, but 
which is now humming because 
of the mushroom development of 
the new mining areas and the 
discovery of radium pitchblende, 
cold, silver, copper and nickel in 
the districts of Goldfields on 
Lake Athabasca and Yellowknife 
in Great Slave Lake and in the 
Great Bear Lake areas. 

In February of this year freight 
handlers of the north anticipated a 
freight deluge, but what has 
ectually occurred has surpassed 
their highest anticipations. Over 
15,000 tons of freight will have been 
handled out of Waterways in the 
main chain of northern rivers dur- 
ing the short navigation season of 
five months, and all of it under 
difficulties. 


GREATER TONNAGE 

In the first place the great spurt 
in mining activity brought greater 
tonnage than ever before to be 
moved, Mining supplies at the be- 
ginning of the season took prece- 
dence over everything else, and the 
result is that many of the trading 
posts are low in stocks. The neces- 
sity for the mining supplies and 
machinery being taken in first is 
apparent when it is realized that if 
the machinery, etc., did not get in 
this year it would set back develop- 
ment from 18 months or two years, 
and with the great headway that is 
being made in bringing in the new 
mineral area, this would have been 
in the nature of a major disaster. 

Secondly the water levels this 
year were lower than in years. 
Since the ice went oui in May there 
has been no relief from the anxiety 
occasioned from this source and the 
resultant treacherous sand bars of 
the Athabasca river. The famous 
sandstone ledges below Fort Mc- 
Murray were also a source of grief. 
With low water it was impossible to 


get the boats up to Waterways and? 


they were obliged to anchor ten 
miles down river, necessitating 
freight being loaded on to lighters 
at Waterways, floated down to the 
boats, and loaded there. Double 
handling and the necessity of con- 
structing shallow-draft barges took 
up considerable valuable time in a 
season which is always limited, and 
on top of that tonnage on steamers 
and barges had to be cut down to 
half loads to cope with low water 
along the entire route of the north- 
ern waterways. 


WAREHOUSE BURNED 

And then to add to the troubles 
of all concerned a freight ware- 
house at Fort Smith, crammed with 
the first of the season's freight for 
the far north, burned down neces- 
sitating the duplication of all its 
contents, 

To further harass the minds of 
transportation men, July opened 
with forest fires out of control, lick- 
ing up’ the area between Lac la 
Biche and Waterways. Burned-out 
bridges and culverts tied up North- 
ern Alberta Railway trains for two 
weeks, Then followed a rush of de- 
layed freight and food supplies, ter- 
rific days and sleepless nights for 
those holding the threads of the 
transportation system in their 
hands. 


DOCKS CONGESTED 

Warehouses and docks at Water- 
ways, Fort Fitzgerald and Fort 
Smith have been over-run with a 
congestion of thousands of cases of 
explosives, gasoline drums, heavy 
mining machinery and lumber for 
camps, completely overshadowing 
the consignments to trading posts 
and trappers, missions and govern- 
ment service. Also Canalaska Trad- 
ing Company, owing to dock strikes 
at San Francisco, routed one thou- 
sand tons of supplies to their West- 
ern Arctic posts by way of the Mac- 
kenzie river route, 

Much credit is due to all branches 
of the transportation system, of- 
ficials, office staffs and crews. But 
most of all, to those wonderful men 
of the north, the captains, pilots 
and engineers of the river boats and 
tugs must go great appreciation 
and honor for their enduring pati- 
ence, courage and resourcefulness 
during the trying season of 1937. 
Never relaxing their vigilance; 
never thinking of sleep whilst ply- 
ing the ever-shifting channels form- 
ed by the Athabasca’s dangerous 
sand bars, they have carried on and 
once again have beaten the north, 


MANY YEARS’ EXPERIENCE 

The greater number have had 
many years’ experience on these 
strange rivers of the north. some as 
ture's tricks. They know the lakes, 
ture’s tricks.
